More blind people are 
in the older age group, 
with more than half of the 
legally blind population of 
339,000 being 65 or older, 
A half million people in 
this country are estimated 
as being blind in one eye, 
and a far greater number 
are afflicted with some 
lesser degree of defect. 

Over a million people 
in this country require 
some form of visual care, 
including visual training, 
and the ald of glasses, Only 
four out of ten people re- 
ceive such care, and one 
out of ten wears glasses 
that are obsolete or im- 
proper for his condition. 

In the older age group, 
conditions causing blind- 
ness include diabetes, 
hardening of the arteries, 
high blood pressure, glau- 
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coma, and cataract, 

Because of medical ad- 
vances, particularly 
in drugs, the rate of blind- 
ness due to infectious dis- 
eases among. school 
children has dropped 75 
per cent during the past 
20 years. 

Blindness is costly in 
the loss of manpower, in 
the need for education 
services, Braille, seeing- 
eye dogs, and in pensions. 
Economically, the burden 
of blindness would be far 
greater were it not for 
recent medical discoveries 
and their application ir 
combating blindness,

ask, ‘‘When is the best 
time for me to sign up 
for medicare?” 

The answer is two or 
three months before they 
reach 65, If they sign up 
in any of these advance 
months, they get help with 
doctor bills beginning with 
the month they reach 65, 
If they wait until they reach 
65, their doctor bill cov- 
erage under the voluntary 
medical insurance cannot 
Start until one to three 
months after they sign up 
for it. 

The medicare law pro- 
vides that each person 
reaching 65 hastwoperiods 
during which he may sign 
up for the voluntary doctor 
bill insurance part of the 
program. The first of these 
periods begins with the 
third month before the 
month the person is 65, in- 
cludes the month in which 
he reaches 65, and ends 
with the third month after 
that. A person who does 
not enroll during this first 
period has one other op- 
portunity -- in the last 
three months of the next 
odd-numbered year. But it 
is important for everyone 
to know not only the ad- 
vantages of signing up in 
the first enrollment period, 
but also the advantages of 
signing up in the first two 
months of the first enroll- 
ment period, 

Failure to enroll in the 
seven-month initial enroll- 
ment period means not only 
a wait until the next general 
enrollment period, butalso 
a continued waiting period 
until the following July for 
the protection to start, as 
a 10 percent increase in 
premium payments, 

The voluntary medical 
insurance part of medicare 
covers doctor’s services 
wherever they are pro- 
vided -- at home, in the 
doctor’s office, or in the 
hospital; surgeon’s fees; 
and a wide variety of other 
medical expenses in and 
out of the hospital, 

Hospital insurance cov- 
erage -- the other part of 
medicare -- begins with the 
month a person reaches 
65, if he applies no later 
than 12 months following 
that month. There is no 
such provision for retro- 
active benefits under 
doctor bill insurance; it can 
only start after you apply

senteeism, It is the result 
of excessive drinking of 
alcoholic beverages over 
the weekend which pro- 
duces a great big hang- 
over, Industry is doing what 
it can to meet the problem 
of excessive drinking 
among employees, Two 
million industrial workers 
are alcoholics, according 
to estimate, 

The average alcoholic 
worker loses two days em- 
ployment per year more 
than the average worker, 
and throughout the country 
this means a loss of 44 
million working days. This 
equals 352 million working 
hours lost each year to 
industry and those working 
in it, The cost to the coun- 
try has been estimated as 
one billion dollars annual- 
ly. Half of this amount is 
charged to lost time, low- 


er productivity, accidents 
and inefficiency, The other 
half goes into custodial 
care in institutions, cor- 
rectional or otherwise, and 
care for families of al- 
coholics by voluntary and 
public agencies, 

Then there is the bill 
for off-the-job accidents 
due to alcoholism and the 
cost of hospitalization for 
alcoholics, Alcoholism is 
being handled by industry 
with a more understanding 
and realistic approach than 
ever before.

Machinist Union Calls 


Strike Against Dorsey 


About 1,000 employees of 
Dorsey Trailers here were idl- 
ed Monday following the Expi- 
ration of an agreement with the 
International Association of 
Machinists. The members of the 
International Association oi 
Machinists, Local Lodge #1769, 
last Saturday voted to reject the 
company’s offer described by 
George Collier, Dorsey Pre- 
sident, as providing ever $1 
million in wage and employee 
benefit increases over a period 
of two years, He said the in- 
creases the company had offer- 
ed amounted to over 10%. The 
current offer is more than 
double the amount of increases 
granted inthe expiring contract. 

Dorsey’s offer to the union 
included an immediate hourly 
pay raise of 15 cents cash for 
all employees, with an addi- 
tional 12 cents per hour at the 
beginning of the second year. 
Substantially increased medi- 
cal, hospitalization and vaca- 
tion benefits were also provid- 
ed, 

Collier said that for plant 
employees the offer amounted to 
a minimum of $312,00 additional 
cash income the first year and 
$561.60 the second year, not 
counting overtime. For over- 
the-road drivers, the raises 
would average $650.00 the first 
year and an additional $500.00 
increase the second year,
